236—ROSEA SUPERBA (Mathotiana Rosea)—Full double, 
symmetrical, large, glowing deep rose-pink flower, 
with broad petals and showing stamens when fully 
opened.

237—ROSE OF DAWN—Full double, symmetrical, imbricated, 
large, rose-pink flower which does not usually show 
stamens. Large, dark green foliage. Blooms mid-sea- 
son. 


238—ROSEHK QUEEN VAR.—Full double, symmetrical, imbri- 
cated, medium to large, deep rose-pink flower, softly 
streaked with chalk white to varying degrees and 
which occasionally shows some stamens when fully 
opened.

279— WHITE HIBISCUS—Single to semi-double, large, white 
flower, with narrow petals and showing stamens in the 
center. Long, narrow, medium green foliage. Blooms 
early. 


280— WHITE QUEEN—Semi-double, large pure white flower 
with petals somewhat pointed at the tips and showing 
stamens in the center. Long, narrow, deeply serrated 
foliage. Blooms early.

Large, double, white flowers literally cover 
the entire plant. Compact grower. 


3—NEGISHEKO—Flowers very large, single, 
deep pink and very showy. Strong, upright 
grower with dark glossy foliage. 


4—RUFFLED BLUSH—Compact and of bushy 
form. 


d—SETSUGEKKA—A new variety of great 
beauty and merit. The large, semi-double 
flowers are pure white, with just a touch of 
pink and at the ends of the slightly ruffled 
petals. The plant is erect and compact in 
habit, with dark, handsome foliage. Very 
valuable. 
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
